Man serving 22-year sentence 
to, be prosecuted in Litton case

The Ontario Attorney-Gener¬ 
al's ministry has decided to pro¬ 
ceed with charges in Toronto 
against a member of an extrem¬ 
ist group in connection with the 
1982 bomt)ing of the Litton Sys¬ 
tems of Canada Ltd. plant in 
Rexdale. Ont. 

Brent Taylor, one of five Van- 
couver-area residents convicted 
earlier this year in the bombing 
of a B.C. Hydro substation, the 
firebombing of a pornography 
shop and conspiracy to rob a 
Brink’s truck, faces four charges 
related to the $3.8-million bomb¬ 
ing. 

No date has yet been set for 
the trial. 

A spokesman for the Attorney- 
General’s ministry said yester¬ 
day that even though Mr. Taylor, 
27. is already serving a total of 22 
years in Millhaven Penitentiary, 


the Crown felt it necessary to go 
ahead with the charges. 

“The Crown considers this a 
very very serious offence,’’ said 
John Yoannou. “The circum¬ 
stances warrant full prosecu¬ 
tion,” he said, despite Mr. Tay¬ 
lor’s already long sentence. 

Clayton Ruby, Mr. Taylor’s 
lawyer, said he was told of the 
decision on Tuesday. He said his 
client “is not going to plead 
guilty and there will be no 
deals." The charges against Mr. 
Taylor were laid in April, 1983. 

The bombing of .the Litton 
plant, two years ago this week¬ 
end, injured 10 workers, but did 
not disrupt the company’s pro¬ 
duction of the guidance system 
for the U.S. cruise missile. 

A communique issued several 
days after the bombing claimed 
responsibility on behalf of a 
group called Direct Action and 


said the group was “attempting 
to destroy part of an industrial 
facility that produces machinery 
for mass murder." 

Mr. Taylor’s four Litton 
counts were the only ones re¬ 
maining of a raft of charges laid 
□gainst him and Ann Hansen, 
Julie Belmas, Douglas Stewart 
and Gerald Hannah after they 
were arrested near Squamish. 
S.C., in January, 1983. 

All five were sentenced earlier 
this year in Vancouver. 

Mr. Taylor is charged with 
causing an explosion likely to 
' ause serious bodily harm, caus¬ 
ing an explosion likely to cause 
serious damage to property, 
conspiracy to cause an explosion 
likely to cause serious damage to 
property and possession of an 
explosive substance for the pur¬ 
pose of causing serious damage 
to property. 
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Black radicals 
arrested in 
New York raid 

NEW YORK (Reuter) - Nine 
alack radicals who police said had 
planned to attack a New York city 
court to free a convicted left-wing 
killer, were arrested in pre-dawm 
raids by more than 300 FBI agents 
and police yesterday. 

Lee Laster, head of the FBI in 
New York, said the group also was 
arrested for planning an armed 
robbery on an armored car. 

Laster named the head of the 
group as Randolph Simms. 41. All 
nine were charged with conspira¬ 
cy to commit armed robbery, 
which carries a maximum penalty 
of 20 years in prison. 

Laster said the nine belong to 
the New Afrika Freedom Fight¬ 
ers, the fighting arm of the Repub¬ 
lic of New Afrika, a black group 
*vhose stated aim is to create an 
all-black nation out of six states in 
the South. 

He said all nine had direct links 
to a gang of black and white radi¬ 
cals which made an unsuccessful 
attempt in suburban Nyack in 
October 1981 to rob a Brinks 
jrmored van carrying $1.6 million. 

The nine had been preparing for 
months to rob armored vans and 
banks in New York and to free 
Donald Weems, a gang member 
i.iil*'d fi>r lift 1 nr the Nvock killings.

Reagan claims he never called 
Soviet Vnjfj^n ‘eriiempire’ 

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. President Ronald Reagan denies he 
ever used the term “evil empire” to describe the Soviet Union — even 
though those were the exact words he used in a major speech last year. 

Reagan also says he has never described the Soviets as liars and 
cheats. But in 1981, at his presidential first news conference after 
becoming president, he said the Soviets “reserve unto themselves the 
right to commit any crime, to lie, to cheat” 

The denials came in an interview published yesterday in US News 
and World Report “Mr. President” the magazine’s editors asked, “why 
would vou expect the Soviets to negotiate with you on arms control 
after the way you’ve denounced them as liars and cheats who run an 
evil empire?” 

Reagan replied: “Let me go back and recall the press conference 
when those words were spoken. They were in answer to a direct ques¬ 
tion, and they weren’t my words.”

WASHINGTON (API - V.S. 
President Ronald Reagan last 
night denied Democratic chal¬ 
lenger Walter Mondale’s accusa¬ 
tion that he once said missiles 
from submarines could be recall¬ 
ed. For the record here is what 
Reagan said at a May, 13, 1983, 
news conference: 

Referring to missiles In silos. 
Reagan said “once that button is 
pushed, there is no defence: there 
is no recall. And it’s a matter of 
minutes, and the missiles reach 
the other country.” Referring to 
other missiles carried on bomb¬ 
ers, in ships, including submersi- 
bles, Reagan went on: “You are 
dealing there, with a conventional 
type of weapons or Instrument, 
and those instruments can be 
intercepted. They can be recalled 
if there has been a miscalculation. 

“And so they don’t have the 
same, I think, psychological effect 
that the presence of those other 
ones that, once launched, that’s it: 
they are on their way, and there s 
no preventing, no stopping them.’’ 


$800,000 in aid 
promised by RCMP 
for Grenada force 

The RCMP will help train and 
equip a new police force for the 
island of Grenada, which since the 
invasion a year ago by the United 
States has been patrolled by troops 
from neighboring countries. 

In response to a request from 
Grenada’s interim Government, 
Canada will donate a total of $800,- 
000 in equipment and training for 
the new Royal Grenada Police 
Force. Sean Brady, spokesman for 
the External Affairs Department, 
said the bulk of the equipment will 
be used for telecommunicatons and 
to set up a photo registry. 

The RCMP will also train six 
middle-level administrators for the 
force, and help plan the curriculum 
for the Caribbean Regional Police 
Centre which has been established 
in neighboring Barbados. 

Mr. Brady said the aid package 
does not represent a shift in Cana¬ 
dian policy towards Grenada. The 
Canadian Government opposed the 
U. S. invasion of the island on Oct. 
25.1983. 

He also emphasized that the 
equipment would not be used by a 
regional paramilitary force pro¬ 
posed by the United States. Train¬ 
ing of the 80-member military unit 
for Grenada is expected to begin 
this fall. 

External Affairs Minister Joe 
Clark, in a statement released In 
Ottawa, stressed the importance of 
“maintaining law and order with an 
apolitical constabulary.” describ¬ 
ing it as essential for the success of 
the Dec. 3 general election in Gre¬ 
nada.

RCMP disciplinary code 
concerns federal judges 


WINNIPEG (CP) — RCMP disci- 
plinary measures against officers 
who have broken the law appear to 
violate the principle of fairness, a 
federal judge said yesterday. 

Mr. Justice John Urie of ihe 
Federal Court of Appeal told an 
appeal hearing that some proce¬ 
dures of the RCMP’s discipline and 
demotion tribunal are a breach of 
natural justice. 

“This bothers me,” Judge Urie 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
is installing improved protection 
around missile bases and other 
nuclear sites to thwart possible 
terrorist attacks in Western Eu¬ 
rope, a senior defence official said 
yesterday. 

“Devices are being installed that 
are responsive to what we think we 
have learned about how the sites 
might be attacked by terrorist 
groups,” the official told reporters 
at a briefing in which he outlined 
matters to be discussed next week 
by alliance defence ministers at a 
meeting in Italy. 

Among other important matters 
on the agenda, he said, will be a 
discussion of “improving security 
of nuclear weapons in Europe 
against terrorist and other 
threats.” 

The official indicated that the 
“other threats” were operations 
Soviet special forces could be ex¬ 
pected to mount in the early days of 
a NATO-Warsaw Pact war. They 
were expected to try to knock out 
and overrun Pershing 2 and ground-

weapons depots and air bases 
where the weapons are stored. 

This official, who did not want to 
be named, said the Soviets were 
assigning the highest priority to 
training forces to knock out the 
intermediate-range Pershing 2s.

As for terrorist threats to nuclear

Crews dig anti-tank trenches 
near U.S. State Department

WASHINGTON — The 
shadow of terrorism has fallen 
across this city. Yesterday, con¬ 
struction crews began digging 
1.2 metre (four-foot) deep lank 
traps in front uf driveways 
leading to the U.S. State De¬ 
partment. 

Metal barricades were also 
being installed across garage 
ramps leading to the main 
Stale Department building. 

And Secret Service agents at 
major public buildings, from 
the While House to the U.S. 
Capitol, have stepped up securi¬ 
ty patrols and anti-terrorist 
searches. 

It’s all part of a new $110 mil¬ 
lion anti-terrorist protection 
program the United States is 
undertaking to protect govern¬ 
ment officials and public build¬ 
ings at home and abroad. 

Concrete barriers have been 
installed in front of all major 
public buildings in the U.S. 


capital; bullet-proof metal 
plates have been installed in the 
backs of all the chairs in the 
U.S. Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives; thirty metal detec¬ 
tors have been installed at en¬ 
trances to the U.S. Capitol 
building and visitors have to 
have their bags searched and 
visitors to all major govern¬ 
ment buildings must wear se¬ 
curity passes and cheek in and 
out with armed security 
guards. 

At night, police regularly 
stage mock rescue exercises at 
the U.S. Capitol, swinging down 
the fact* of the building on 
ropes, pretending terrorists 
have seized the Senate cham¬ 
ber. 

The tank traps being install¬ 
ed at the State Department are 
covered with electrically oper¬ 
ated metal covers that will nor¬ 
mally be closed.

JOHANNESBURG (ReUter) - Seamen and 
port workers around the world are being 
drafted into an anti-apartheid “spy network^ 
that threatens oil supplies to South Africa, 
Johannesburg's Sunday Express reports. 

In a report from London, the newspaper said 
Britain’s National Union of Seamen is one of 
the prime movers in the campaign to supply 
information to the anti-apartheid Shipping Re¬ 
search Bureau based in the Netherlands. 

“The network threatens major disruptions 
to South Africa’s vital oil trade, by embarrass¬ 
ing governments and forcing them Into taking 
action against individuals, oil companies, sup¬ 
pliers and shipping companies, and by forcing 
up the price of oil to South Africa by those dis¬ 
ruptions,” it said. 

Monitoring by trade unions from dozens of 
countries Is aimed mainly at oil, but will ex¬

Muzzled KKK

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The American Civil Liberties 
Union has come to the aid of the Ku Klux Klan over 
the right to free expression. 

The ACLU filed suit Wednesday to force police to dis¬ 
close the surveillance methods used in the arrest of six 
Modesto Klansmen during last summer’s Democratic 
national convention in San Francisco. 

“The method in which the police stopped the Klan 
group from protesting raises serious First Amendment 
questions.” said ACLU lawyer Amitai Schwartz. 

The Superior Court suit seeks a videotape and other 
ptf ice records documenting the arrest and an alleged order 
that the six members of the white-supremacist KKK would 
be forbidden to march outside the convention and had to 
get out of town. 

In response to an ACLU letter, Police Chief Cornelius 
Murphy refused to make those records public, Schwartz 
said. 

He said the suit asks Murphy to disclose — under the 
state’s public records law — how police monitored and 
controlled the KKK and other groups during the conven

SHERBROOKE, Quc. (CP) - 
Two Sherbrooke police detectives 
have their guns back, Just two 
days after being acquitted of all 
charges in the slaying of an inno¬ 
cent man. 

Roger Dion and Andre Caston- 
guay, both 41, had been prohibited 
from carrying firearms although 
they were on active duty. 

Of the acquittal, police officer 
Luc Begin said everyone in the de¬ 
partment is happy. 

But relatives of Serge Beaudoin, 
33 — the carpet-layer who was 
killed in the Dec. 23 raid at a 


motel in nearby Rock Forest — 
are angry. 

"According to the law, you are 
supposed to be innocent until 
found guilty," said Rejean Beau¬ 
doin, brother of the slain man. 
"My brother was found guilty and 
executed without a trial." 

Beaudoin’s mother, Cecile, la¬ 
mented that "the policemen didn’t 
take the time to verify the identity 
of their suspects" and said the ver¬ 
dict was "hard to swallow." 

Beaudoin was killed and work 
partner Jean-Paul Beaumont. 33. 
was wounded when hit by bullets 
fired through the door of their 


motel room as they slept. 

The police officers admitted fir¬ 
ing the shots, but said they acted 
in self-defence, believing the room 
to be occupied by armed robbers 
who had killed a Brink’s guard the 
previous day. 

Prosecutor Francois Doyon 
ruled out an appeal and declined 
to speculate whether the crown 
will drop charges against detec¬ 
tive Michel Salvail, who was in 
command of the raid. 

Salvail, still on active duty, is 
awaiting a decision on his appeal 
of a Superior Court ruling sending 
him to trial on a charge of danger¬ 


ous use of a firearm. 

The officers involved in the raid 
still face civil proceedings. 

Damage suits totalling $83f>.000 
have been launched by Beaumont. 
Beaudoin's mother and wife, the 
owner of the motel, and motel em¬ 
ployees on duty at the time.

Anarchism...poverty, violence, inequality and deca¬ 
dence exist and flourish today yet parliament isn't 
able or willing to improve the situation. We there¬ 
fore seek the abolition of Government and the demo¬ 
lition of its wretched, dogmatic institutions.

Tuesday 14th August 1984: 7:00am. The political po¬ 
lice were out in force, smashing down the doors of 
4 squatted houses and the local anarchist bookshop 
at 121 Railton Rd. Brixton...The police, over of 
them, used Firearms Warrants (which need very high- 
up approval) and covered our homes front and back 
as the heavies rushed in. BUT THEY FOUND NOTHING. 
The nearest they came to a firearm was an anti-rape 
spraycan. The woman who owned it was arrested and 
later released without any charge, likewise no cha¬ 
rge for 'stealing tools' (she is a carpenter and 
has her own tools). One person was arrested for 
having 2 small marijuana plants. Another just be¬ 
cause 'his name rang a bell', he was later found 
to have skipped bail on a small charge. The cops 
stole his address books after arresting him. They 
did not even look for firearms, not a floorboard 
was lifted. The cops were more interested in finding 
out identities and anything political they could. 

At the bookshop they spent 3 hours going thr¬ 
ough everything, at times we were not able to get 
inside as the bomb squad went through with sniffer 
dogs. Anything 'bugs', drugs, or firearms could ha¬ 
ve been planted by them as we were not able to fol¬ 
low their search. 

Even Ted Knight, Lambeth Council Leader and an 
old enemy of ours, had to admit "There has never 
been any suggestion that those people who run the 
bookshop have been involved in terrorism (sic) in 
any way...It is outrageous that their personal li¬ 
ves should have been interfered with in this way." 
Lambeth Council are in the process of taking us to 
court to evict us after we have been in occupation 
for 3I years.

w .f the culmination of a week of independant local actions around the country against 
b xks and other institutions which rule our lives and are ruining our beautiful planet. 
They make money while millions of people go hungry,are killed or trapped in wars,are 
exploited,pushed around and generally treated like shit. 

About 1500 people came to 'the City* to challenge the headquarters of these companies - 
the nerve-centre of profiteering.All day,8am to 6pm,groups and individuals courageously 
distributed diverse leaflets,free vegetarian food,held banner protests and pickets,put 
stickers and graffiti on walls,ran about to liven up a soul-destroying area and reclaim 
the streets,and carried out actions against banks etc.This happened all over the area,.^ 
and later in the Vest End,despite violent military-style policingi 

There were protests against the exploitation of animals (pickets of a meat factory 
and also in fur-trade area of the 'City*,taking over the admin block of London Zoo, 
breaking window of Skin Deep leather boutique)}protests against banks and their inter¬ 
national involvements (people broke windows of Barclays which finances Apartheid in 
S.Africa,Midlands,Halifax,threw horseshit Inside others,and 30people took over the 
Moscow-Narodny bank for 20 mins and then broke windows),actions at other money-making 
firms (D.H.Evans,Debenhams etc,which profit while millions of people are forced to go 
without).In Soho,50 people demanded an end to sexploitation and broke windows of pom 
shops. La ter, about 200 marched through that bastion of ' truth''- Fleet St.Saachi’ and 
Saatchi,who do propaganda campaigns for the Government and Coal Board,were closed down 
with a smoke flare and window broken.AbdUt 20 cyclists did slow cycleridee with 
placards to slow up business traffic und spread ideas. 

Many people were understandably frightened and made angry by heavy police repression 
and violence,but tried to treat these hired protectors of the wealthy and powerful 
with the contempt they deserve - ignoring them or defending themselves (using a srr.oku 
flare-under*a police van,electron!- radio jammers,and snatching anl breaking police 
cameras).But the cops were so intimidating,it was almost impossible to gather naturally 
in the centre- of 'the City'. 

SCME THOUGHTS - The people who, came were mostly young and already active in opposii. 
wars,animal exploitation,homelessness etc.They generally feel that it's the whole 
System based on money and power which is the cause of all our problems.They believe 
a real fightback is needed. 

But there are millions who, hate the way money controls our lives,who know there's 
injustice and now destruction hanging over us,who'd like to live in a peaceful society 
based on sharing and freedom.Who wouldn't?'. We hope they will join with us in these 
protests,especially those who*re already organised and opposing, the- System in some way 
(the mining communities,peace movement,pensioners and tenants groups,people campaign¬ 
ing against hospital closures,etc..).But it seems that, there is still the illusion 
amongst us that we oan make things better by voting,lobbying MPs,or just concentrating 
on a particular concern. 

We. think all these struggles should link up and begin to attack directly the common 
cause of their problems - a society based not on people,but on profits and power. 

We also realise that all around us people are isolated and don't have the confid¬ 
ence yet to challenge their employers and other injustice .Many seek to escape every¬ 
day boredom and meaninglessness with drugs (alcohol,dope etc),TV,material possessions 
and religion - but these things are in the end empty substitutes for real community 
and a free and creative life. 

It's up to ourselves,all of, us,to organise ourselves,support eachother and fight 
back strongly against this corrupt and destructive System.Together we are powerful.

GLASGOW UNEMPLOYED STORM 
PRICE WATERHOUSE 


At 7.30 am on Tuesday, 4th September, twelve unemployed members 
of the Clydeside Anarchist Group stormed a multi-storey office 
block in Glasgow's city centre. In what was described as a "mili¬ 
tary style operation" by the Glasgow Herald, they went in to occ¬ 
upy the 13th floor office headquarters ot the Price Waterhouse 
firm, the millionaire accountancy outfit which sequestrated the 
South Wales Miners' funds. Within minutes they had slung out a 
security officer and barricaded themselves in the offices by fix¬ 
ing 3 millimetre thick steel plate over the doors and putting up 
barricades. 

With the police unable to gain entry, they spelt out their 
demands to Price Waterhouse: that the South Wales Miners' funds 
be restored to them and that the firm would undertake no further 
sequestrations. Predictably, the head office* in Birmingham refused 
to do either. Meanwhile two 60-foot banners were stretched round 
the outside of the block reading: GLAGOW BACKS THE MINERS and 
UNEMPLOYED SOLIDARITY. Thousands of leaflets explaining the action 
were handed out at job centres and dole offices all over Glasgow 
and news of the occupation was sent immediately to South Wales 
NUM. 

In the late afternoon the occupants ended their action on the 
understanding that Price Waterhouse themselves would press no 
charges. They were grabbed by the police and taken away to the 
local nick where the twelve were strip-searched and th«n charged 
with breach of the peace and malicious damage. They face consid¬ 
erable fines and will be on trial on the 10th of December. Since 
all twelve defendants ate on the dole they will find any fine very 
hard to meet. All contributions to their defense fund should be 
sent to: Autonomy Press, 4th Floor, 64 Queen Street, Glasgow. 

The rest of th«* working class must join the miners by taking 
the offensive against the boss class. Solidarity goes beyond just 
collecting money. And it’s no good waiting for the power cuts 
before we start causing trouble.

In one police precinct in south-east 
Los Angeles there was a murder every 
three days in 1983; by mid-February this 
year there had been 17.

Evangelist’s wife falls ill as row 
simmers over ‘pray TV’ funding

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) — 
Tammy Bakker, the wife of the 
PTL (Praise The Lord) Club evan¬ 
gelist, has been hospitalized for ex¬ 
haustion amid a controversy over 
the finances of the Christian tele¬ 
vision show’s hosts. 

Jim Bakker acknowledged 
Thursday to his Canadian and U.S. 
TV audience that he has pur¬ 
chased a $449,000 mountainside 
home near Palm Springs, Calif. 
The purchase came after the Bak- 
kers told viewers last August they 
gave nearly ail they owned to the 
financially troubled* PTL Club. 

Mrs. Bakker, 42. “overworked 
and exhausted,” checked into a 
California hospital for tests with 
her husband at her side, PTL 
spokeswoman Joan Lacey said. 

“She had a rapid heartbeat and 


the doctor was quite alarmed.” 
Lacey said. 

She said Jim Bakker could not 
be reached for comment on his 
personal finances. 

The Bakkers bought the home, 
complete with a swimming pool. 
May 25 with a $149,000 down pay¬ 
ment and a $300,000 loan, public 
documents show. 

Soon after, Bakker bought a 
1953 Rolls-Royce for $55,000 and a 
1984 Mercedes-Benz for $45,033, 
the newspaper said. 

Bakker told viewers last month 
that PTL owed $5 million tg the 
200 stations he said carry the 
show. About 20 stations have drop¬ 
ped the show, and PTL building 
projects have been delayed. Sever¬ 
al creditors have filed liens and 
lawsuits, saying PTL owes them 
more than $324,000, he added

"This is the first case in Canada where home 
computers were used to obtain free long-dis¬ 
tance calls,” said Bert Tremblay, Bell’s director 
of toll-fraud information. 


When the four men, aged 18 to 21, were arrest¬ 
ed on Wednesday, he said, they were believed to 
be working to extract important security infor¬ 
mation from Bell. 

The four were not billed for the long-distance 
calls because they tricked Bell’s computer by 
feeding it false Information that a caller hail 
hung up before the telephone at the other end 
was answered, he said. 

Mr. Tremblay said the four didn’t know each 
other well because they normally communicated 
bv computer "using code names like Batman ”

"After I spend $60 a month on 
diapers and another, $20 for the 
laundry, I have to take my baby to 
the Scott Mission for food," she 
said. "We need more rallies like 
this so people recognize what 
we’re fighting for. 

"Just because we’re poor, single 
and mothers doesn’t mean we are¬ 
n’t people.’’ 

Want increase 

Maria Ociepka, 26, of the Moth- 
ers;Action Group, co-organizers of 
the rally with the Toronto Union 
of Unemployed Workers, told the 
crowd, "We’re tired of govern¬ 
ment studies telling us how poor 
we are. We know we’re poor and 
we’ll remain poor until our gov¬ 
ernment does something." 

Ociepka. a mother of three liv¬ 
ing on $612 a month, said her 
group wants an immediate 15 per 
cent hike in welfare allowances, at 
least 300 low-cost housing units 
built in Ontario during the next 
year and free public transit and 
other services that would hi 1 Ip 
those on welfare get jobs. 

The group also wants the prov¬ 
ince to stop its plan to transfer to 
municipalities the administrative 
responsibility of single parents on 
mothers’ allowance. 

Liberal social services critic Bill 
Wrye said, Ontario’s "provision of 
affordable housing has been noth¬ 
ing short of disgraceful”, denying 
a basic right all individuals should 
have.

The role of professional review 
boards is not to override the Crim¬ 
inal Code, or to allow a citizen 
exemption from criminal proceed¬ 
ings. Had this been any other citi¬ 
zen, surely an assault charge 
would have been laid. It is the 
purpose of the judicial courts, not 
internal review procedures, to 
decide whether or not a person is 
guilty of a particular offence and 
to consider extenuating circum¬ 
stances which may explain the 
action of the accused. It should be 
up to the courts, not the Police 
Complaint Board, to decide wheth¬ 
er or not the officers accused of 
assaulting an individual are 
guilty.

“We know that some

Group wants to wipe out 
toys promoting violence

He may be tough, ruthless — 
and more popular than ever — but 
a group of Toronto pacifists wants 
to wipe out G.I. Joe and his rough- 
and-tumble band of ‘Teal Ameri¬ 
can heroes.” 

“War toys like G.I. Joe are 
teaching children violence and ha¬ 
tred and must be stopped,” says 
Janina Barrett, co-ordinator of 
the Toronto branch of a nation¬ 
wide boycott of war toys. 

Barrett was hired by the Cruise 
Missile Conversion Project, one of 
more than 30 groups in the Al¬ 
liance For Non-Violent Action 
organizing the boycott. She says 
the boycott was planned because 
of a rise in sales of war toys — up 
more than 50 per cent in 1983. The 
main target is G.I. Joe products, 
but the group will try to stop the 
purchases of toy guns and games 
that suggest killing and destruc¬ 
tion.

violence and reinforce sexual and 
racial stereotypes. Often, the “bid 
guys” are given non-Caucasian ra- !

commercials for them were very 
violent. 

One doll called Major Bludd —* 
Sebastian Bludd from Australia, a 
mercenary and poet — is especial¬ 
ly offensive, she says. .1 

“A mercenary’s job is a ruthless 
one. A soldier for hire, like a pawn 
shop gun,” reads Bludd’s message] 
on the back of his packaging. The 
original poem — discontinued by. 
the manufacturer but still sold or) 
some store shelves — urges people 
to cure their blues by talcing up a 
sub-machine gun to “make the 
suckers jump and dance.” 

Between now and Christmas, 
activists plan to picket stores sell¬ 
ing war toys, stage protest 
marches and distribute leaflets in 
the hope that parents would joiri 
the boycott, Barrett says. 


Groups on hunger strike 
over bab^n experiment 

Members of two animal ment said someone bn 


rights groups began a hun 
ger strike in Toronto yester¬ 
day to protest the use of a 
baboon for heart research 
at the University of Western 
Ontario. 

Three members of Ark II 
and the U.S.-based Fund For 
Animals said they will camp 
out in a mobile home across 
from the Ontario Heart and 
Stroke Foundation, which is 
providing money for the re¬ 
search, and fast until the ex¬ 
periments are ended. 

Photographs of the ba¬ 
boon were displayed yester¬ 
day beside the camper near 
the foundation’s Church St. 
offices. They show a baboon 
strapped into a Plexiglas 
box. tubes coming out of its 
body, with its head and 
arms sticking out of holes 
cut in the lid. 

A senior university offi¬ 
cial said from London, Ont., 
that the animals suffer no 
undue discomfort and that 
the activist groups are 
spreading “false, misleading 
information” to the detri¬ 
ment of important research. 

Dr. Douglas Booking of 
the health sciences denart- 


---- broke 

into the laboratories to take 
the pictures. “You would 
look distressed if someone 
broke into your house dur¬ 
ing the middle of the night,” 
he said. 

But Vicki Miller, an Ark 
II member and hunger 
striker, said the yellow ba¬ 
boon has been unable to 
move for months, and is in 
“extreme distress. We want 
this cruel exercise ended 
immediately,” she said. 

Booking said the experi¬ 
ments are looking at how 
cholesterol and fats are 
formed in the body, and how 
they contribute to heart at¬ 
tack and stroke. 

The animal is fed differ¬ 
ent liquid diets through the 
tube. Blood and other tests 
are taken determine their 
effects. 

Researchers haven’t 
found a better method, 
Booking said.

UWO boosts 
lab security 
after protest 
over baboon 

The University of Western Ontar¬ 
io has developed special codes for 
elevators and increased the patrols 
of guards in its animal research 
laboratories following a recent 
protest by animal rights support¬ 
ers. 

Researchers are particularly 
worried about security around B 43. 
a baboon that has been the target of 
animal rights supporters after they 
learned that it is confined to a chair 
with tubes surgically inserted into 
its veins and arteries to take blood 
samples and into its stomach for 
feeding. 

Mark Tinlin, head of security at 
Western, said in an interview that 
surveillance around the laborato¬ 
ries has been increased but he 
would not comment on the coded 
elevators and the number of extra 
guards. 

But researchers say anyone try¬ 
ing to get to the animals would have 
to know -special number codes to 
use elevators and doors to get to the 
research laboratories. 

The new measures were appar¬ 
ently implemented last month after 
officials feared that someone from 
the animal rights movement might 
try to free the baboon. 

A Toronto woman had offered to 
take the place of the baboon but 
that offer was rejected by research¬ 
ers. Another Toronto woman, Mar¬ 
lene Lakin, was forced to give up 
her hunger strike protesting against 
the baboon's confinement earlier

At one point a woman 
unfurled the sheet, walked 
onto the set and draped it 
over Shockley as he sat in 
his chair The live show 
was then taken off the air. 

Police were called to the 
studio but no arrests were 
made The protesters were 
allowed to stay in the audi 
ence until the end of the 
show when they agreed on 
no further disruptions. 

Shockley's views about 
the relative intelligence of 
blacks and whites have 
caused him to be target of 
frequent demonstrations, 
and his lectures have been 
broken up in many places. 

He believes there ought to 
be a scientific investigation 
of whether there is a 
genetic difference between 
blacks and whites, but 
national scientific bodies 
have repeatedly refused to 
accept his suggestion for

scores and arresting at least 50, 
witnesses said. 

The attack that broke up an all- 
night protest rally at Cathedral 
Plaza came on the eve of Nicolas 
Ardito Barletta’s inauguration as 
the first directly elected civilian 
president in Panama in 16 years. 

Eugenio Morice, an organizer of 
the rally, said about 300 or 400 


anti-riot police, who are known as 
“dobermans" after a badge they 
wear that depicts a barking dober- 
man pinscher, participated in the 
attack. 

The all-night vigil was called to 
protest widespread allegations of 
fraud in the May 6 presidential 
elections. 

Ardito Barletta was elected 
with the support of the military 
and the official Revolutionary 
Democratic Party by a margin of 
1,713 votes out of some 640.000 
cast. He is to be inaugurated 
tomorrow'.

Williams loses

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Rock 
singer Wendy O. Williams has lost a 
$6-million lawsuit she filed against 
city police, claiming she was fon¬ 
dled and beaten in a 1981 arrest for 
an allegedly obscene performance 
by her group the Plasmatics. 

A jury deliberated about five 
hours Thursday before clearing six 
police officers named as defendants 
by Williams, her manager, Rod 
Swenson, former Plasmatics bass 
player Jean Marie Beaudoir and 
stagehand Peter Capadocia. Jurors 
ruled Williams was not sexually 
assaulted, that police were within 
their rights to arrest her and did 
not use excessive force or violate 
her civil rights during the Jan. 19, 
1981, arrest. 

Charges against her later were 
dismissed.

Indian leader jailed for 3 years

CUSTER, S.D. (UP1) — Circuit Judge Mar¬ 
shall Young yesterday sentenced American 
Indian Movement leader Dennis Banks to three 
years in prison, nine years afler his conviction 
on riot and assault charges 
Banks. 47. fled South Dakota after his 1975 
conviction. He was convicted 
of riot and assault charges 
resulting from a 1973 
attempt to burn down the 
Custer County courthouse 
The rioters were protesting 
a manslaughter charge 
against a white man for 
killing an Indian. 

During a pre-sentencing 
hearing Banks' attorney, 

William Kunstler, asked 
Young to place the Indian 
leader on parole for the 
conviction, which carried a 
maximum penalty of 15 
years in prison. 

Kunstler said the judge 
had the opportunity to 
establish racial harmony in 
South Dakota 
“It would be a monstrous 
tragedy and the punishment 
out of all proportions if 
Dennis Banks were sent to 
jail by this court," he said 


Kunstler said he would appeal the sentence 
Means noted he was convicted of more serious 
crimes than Banks in the Custer County break 
in. He said he originally was charged with seven 
felony counts but plea bargained his sentence 
down to just 30 days in jail 


Kuastler also filed 15 statements of support for 
Banks from various individuals, including the 
Rev Jesse Jackson and singer Harry Belle 
fonte.

Ruled obscene were ‘‘Plastic 
Surgery Disasters” and ‘‘Fresh 
Fruit For Rotting Vegetables” by 
The Dead Kennedys; ‘‘Used, 
Abused And Unamused” by Icons 
Of Filth; and "Sheep Farming In 
The Falklands” by The Crass. 

The discs were seized by police 
from a store in Norwich, Cheshire. 
But the owner, Graham Cheadle, 
argued that the offending four-let¬ 
ter word in all the tunes also was 
used on several records that were 
not taken, including the raunchy 
old "Derek & Clive" comedy series 
by Peter Cook and Dudley Moore. 

Cheadle has been ordered to for¬ 
feit his complete stock of material 
ruled obscene and it has caused 
consternation within the British 
record industry. 

Says Iain McNay, managing 
director of the Cherry Red Label 
(two of whose albums were judged 
obscene), "I don’t think there is a 
major record company in the 
country that has not brought out a 
record with the offending four-let¬ 
ter word on it. As things stand, 
Pink Floyd’s ‘Dark Side Of The 
Moon’ would be rated obscene.” 


U.K. Ecology party

Two weeks later, 
Gary was returned to B.C. 

On Sept. 13th, Dino and Gary were moved to 
Oakalia. That day they began setting things up so 
that they could hold a Pipe Ceremony. From phone 
calls, they are doing good and are real happy to 
see each other again. 

Today will be their first meeting together 
with the lawyers. Feelings are they will be off¬ 
ered a deal. Plead guilty to possesion and get a 
suspended sentence for time served. But there will 
be no deals. 

The trial has been set for Nov. 14 to the 23- 
rd. Dino and Gary want the lawyers to try and get 
the date moved forward. Also they will be applying 
for a bail hearing. Since they have served almost 
all their time they were sentenced to, they norma¬ 
lly would get bail. But being who they are and how 
the gov. fears the truth they speak, it is not ex¬ 
pected . 

It is nuts for the gov. to be putting them 







through another trial at this time. Dino's release 
date was Oct. 84 and Gary's April 85 . Now one mon*- 
th after the date when Dino should have returned 
to the states, he will go to trial up here again. 
This can only be seen as further harrasement. Why 
did it take so long for the decision? The appeal 
has been delayed by the courts since Feb. 82. 

Much work is ahead. Fundraising to cover tra¬ 
vel costs of character witnesses, mailouts, phone 
bills, etc. We are all feeling good, really good. 
Glad to be together and ready to work.

Appeal To The People 

Our brothers, Gary and Dino Butler have re¬ 
mained strong in their struggle for Freedom of Re¬ 
ligion for Native peoples. They have helped eamen- 
sly to bring the traditional ways into the Iron 
Houses in this country. 

At their trial in Feb. 81, the judge refused 
to allow the Sacred Pipe to be present in the 
courtroom. Because their Spirit, their existence 
was totally denied in the court, they asked their 
lawyers to resign. Out of respect for their belie¬ 
fs, the lawyers withdrew and the Butlers remained 
mute throughout the trial. They were sentenced to 
four years. Immediately, they began an appeal based 
on that the denial of the Sacred Pipe was a denial 
of Freedom of Religion. The appeal also dealt with 
the systematic exclusion of Native people from the 
jury selection process, making a fair trial by a 
"jury of peers" impossible for Native peoples in 
this country. 

The courts delayed the appeal for 2f years 
and then a few months before their release dates, 
reversed the decision. Their case has now set a 
precident that Natives be included in jury panels 1 * 
Also, the appeal decision states that an accused 
may have a treasured object in the court for so- 
list, which means that Natives now have a legal ' 
ruling to support having the Sacred Pipe present 
during the trial. 

Now Gary and Dino are back where they started, 
in Oakalla. They will go on trial November 14 - 23* 
1984. Reality is, they could be re-convicted and 
given longer sentences.

Red Peoples march 
ends at Parliament 
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OTTAWA (CP) — Cyril Keeper 
-ays he understands. He does not 
.ecessarily agree, but he under- 
-lands. 

The 41-year-old Metis MP stood 
<n the manicured Parliament Hill 
awn yesterday on the fringes of a 
lemonstration by about 100 young 
Indians who view Parliament and 
ne Constitution with suspicion and 
untempt. 

They had walked here — a march 
that began May 1, 1983, in Victoria 
— stopping in each centre along the 
•vay to tell Canadians about broken 
reaties, the rape of Indian land and 
•he oppression of Indian rights and 
. ulture. 

Their Red Peoples Walk ended on 
Parliament Hill, although people 
-uch as 29-year-old John Graham, 
who walked every mile of the trek, 
onsider the House of Commons a 
malevolent force in Indian life. 

The message of the march, says 
Mr. Graham, is to "look at the truth 
»nd continually analyze this Cana- 
lian Government and this corpo- 
ate Constitution.” 

The marchers, a loose assembly 
I Western Canadian Indians, con¬ 


sider the protection of aboriginal 
rights in the Constitution and talk of 
granting Indians some degree of 
self-government just the mealy- 
mouthed duplicity of white govern¬ 
ments. Even Indian leaders who 
work with MPs are sellouts, says 
Mr. Graham. 

All this must be uncomfortable 
for Mr. Keeper, a New Democrat 
MP since 1980 who now represents 
Winnipeg North Centre. 

"I see no sellout in my activi- 
ties,” says Mr. Keeper, who grew 
up in the Metis community of Ma- 
theson Island in northern Manitoba. 
“If I come here living my values, 
then there is no sellout.” 

But perhaps they are right to be 
skeptical of government, Mr. Keep¬ 
er says. 

“I am in solidarity with what 
they are doing here. It doesn’t in 
my mind negate in any way the 
efforts I make (as an MP) In order 
to improve the conditions of our 
people.” 

Mr. Keeper says he will speak 
out about the aspirations of natives 
to govern themselves and to win 
greater constitutional rights.

DOUG CAN’T FIGHT ALONE 

Doug btevvart, one of tne Vancouver Five, began a hunger strike on 
October 6th in an effort to be transferred back to a prison in B.C. where 
he will be closer to friends and family. 

Stewart, was given a six year sentence in June for his admitted 
participation in the bombing of a b.C. Hydro substation on Vancouver 
Island tnat nad been claimed by birect action. In July he was sent to 
nent penitentiary about eighty miles, from Vancouver. Almost immediately 
he was shipped to nrcnambault Institution outside of iwontreal even though 
it is the stated policy of tne Correctional Service of Canada (CSC) to 
xeep prisoners in their nome province. 

It is ver^ ditiicult lor an nn t ,lish—speaxing prisoner in Arcnambault 
as both the prisoners and administrators are predominately francophone. 

The language different * effectively ..elates and demoralizes any ^ii^lish- 
speaxing prisoner. It is very difficult for a new prisoner to learn tne 
ropes of prison existence when there are few other prisoners with whom 
to communicate, .mile still in /vent, Stewart was informed that the 
xCIuP were influential m tne decision to ship him to Quebec. 

u f on arrival at nrcnamuault bou^, was given a job in t e machine Shop. 

He was relatively consent but was sent to the Shoe Shop where his job 
was to place tonnes in tne a ceinbled shoes. The reason given for the 
shift was that his security rating was "too high" for the Machine Shop. 

He applied for a Computer Science course but was told that there was 
no iHace. In response, Stewart quit his job and was immediately thrown 
into segregation. 

.ihiie in tne "nole" a prisoner spends 23 hours a day in his cell, 
getting only 46 minutes a Cay of exercise time. There is no contact with 
other prisoners. ns of October fifteenth, he still had not received a 
hearing about nis segregation. 

Since October srxth, boug has been taxing liquids but no solid foods. 
Shortly after the strike began he fell, hitting his head and lost a 
'uantity of ulood. He was placed in the infirmary where prison officials 
have said he will remain until the strike is over. As with any hungerstrike 
insid.- an institution, the danger exists that the authorities will 
attempt to forcefeed. This process has been described as "a torturous 
process that can injure or even kill a person."
